CONSTRUCTION BULLETIN 


Editor's Note: Because of the over- 
whelming interest in our construction 
project and so that the Hospital fam- 
ily could know the current status, 

we went to Mr. Broas and asked him 

to write a brief report giving a cur- 
rent status of the project and what 
we might see in the new future. 


I am most pleased to provide a brief 
report on the present status of con- 
struction and what we should expect 

to see in the very near future. The 
project is essentially on schedule. 

We are awaiting the structural steel 
which will be placed in the eighteen 
holes which have been prepared in the 
front driveway, to receive the steel 
columns. Numerous holes have and 
will continue to be cut in the sides 
of the existing building. These 

holes will allow the new steel to be 
connected to the existing columns. 
Steel is now estimated to arrive be- 
fore the end of October with the 

steel decking to be immediately added 
to this structural steel upon which 
concrete will be poured. The "trench- 
like hole" that one observes in the 
South end of our driveway is prepared 
to allow two steel beams both three 
feet high, one eighteen feet long, 
other twenty-four feet long, to be 
slipped inside the existing building 
and bridge an existing corridor and 
tunnel. Each bean will support a 
structural column to which I previous- 
ly referred. It is now estimated that 
the structural steel and metal deck 
will take approximately six weeks to 
put in place. Concrete is then added 
which should take approximately three 
weeks. Once the steel work begins, 
the construction will proceed at 
impressive speed.

The new out-patient elevator which 
will serve the lower level of the 
Hospital“up tomtnes third floormis 
well under way. Almost all of the 
demolition in preparation for this 
elevator has now been completed. One 
of the major obstacles to be overcome 
was the core drilling of a hole nec- 


essary to receive the plunger for this 


hydraulic elevator. The fifty foot 
deep hole was drilled into solid rock 


Which is referred to as Manhattan 
Mica-shist. The installation of the 
elevator should be completed by mid 
January and will be made operational 
at that time. 


While we have fallen behind the sche- 
dule by a little more than four weeks 
time, we still continue to be op- 
timistic that through careful con- 
struction planning, much of this 

lost time can be made up. Our ma- 
jor worry at the present time is 

the construction work which must be 
carried out during the winter. )IeL 
the weatherperson is kind to us and 
we do not have too severe a winter, 
there's hope that construction can 
continue throughout the winter months. 
You will remember that Phase 1 of 

our project, which is essentially 

the new construction over the drive- 
way should be completed during the 
summer of 1980 and the renovation 

of sthesthirdrand fourth flooraas 

the existing building, should also 
take approximately one year so that 
the project would be completed dur- 
ing the summer of 1981. 


We will continue to issue and publish 
construction bulletins which will 
be posted in various key locations 
throughout the Hospital so that you 
can monitor the progress of our 
project. I appreciate the invitation 
to write about the project, and am 
always pleased to answer any ques- 
tions anyone may have about our 
project.
